San Francisco, May 19.—The Asia­ 
tic Exclusion league of California in­ 
structed Its executive committee to 
draft a petition for a referendum vote 
on the allen land bill to be circulated 
immediately 
after 
the 
measure is 
signed by Governor Johnson. 
Objections of the league are based 
on the clause In the Webb act which 
permits three-year leases. 
It is the 
purpose of the organization to circu­ 
late at the same time an initiative pe­ 
tition for a law which will exclude 
Japanese and Chinese from both own­ 
ership and leaseholds under any con­ 
ditions. 
The burden of the speeches at tho 
Exclusion league’s meeting was that 
the leasing clause is a Joker which 
will allow the Japanese ultimately to 
o w n the land, In effect, at least. 
The speakers denied the wisdom 
of the argument that to withdraw the 
leasing right from the Japanese would 
work too great a hardship upon land 
owners. 
The meeting was presided over by 
the 
president of the organization, 
Olaf Tveitmoe, one of the convicted 
labor leaders in the Los Angeles 
Times dynamiting case, who is now- 
out of the federal prison at Leaven­ 
worth on ball. 
Tveitmoe was re-elected president 
of the Asiatic Exclusion league.

CANAL NEARLY COMPLETED 


Tw elve M iles of Big W aterw ay Ready 
for Steamers. 
Washington, May 19.—Twelve miles 
of Panama canal are ready for travel 
by ocean steamers, while seven of 
those miles will float the biggest ves­ 
sels In the world. 
From the Atlantic 
entrance to the canal vessels can 
now be floated inland nearly five and 
one-half miles. 
From the 
Pacific entrance vessels 
may penetrate the canal for almost 
seven miles, through a channel forty 
feet d e e p . 
This means that tho lost 
Titanic or any reset of her size 
could make the passage. 
Only a few 
rock shoals remain to be removed In 
this direction.

recently published article respecting 
the landside defense of our coast de­ 
fenses." 
Here is the statem ent: 
"It ie perfectly true that many of 
our coast defenses would

rious difficulty In 
defending them­ 
selves against a land attack by a nu­ 
merous force and it is also true that 
they luive been constructed In many 
instances without any reference to an 
attack coming from the land side. 
This being their principal function 
pretty

“It can be said of many of them, in 
fact moet of them (exoept those which 
are on Islands, that their defense, in 
case af any serious attack from the 
land side, must rest upon bodies of 
mobile troops assigned to this duty. 


W ould Jeopardize Efficiency. 
"The coast artillery troops, while 
available for a oertain amount of work 
as infantry, are primarily trained for 
service with the big guns and cannot 
well be assigned to other work with­ 
out Jeopardizing

“Insufficient attention was given to 
the problem of their defense from 
land attack and as a result many of 
them are so situated and constructed 


j i b to be liable to successful attack by 
even moderate forces landing from 
ships. 
"With a view to correcting this de­ 
fect, Lines of land defense works have 
been laid cut and necessary instruc­ 
tions prepared for their prompt con­ 
struction in case of threatened war. 
In future construction it is believed 
that much more attention will bo dc 
voted to making each Individual group 
of works reasonably secure against 
land attack even though unsupported 
by trxxjps other than its own garrison. 
"The department Is now considering 
Installation of guns up to six-inch cal­ 
iber with all-round Are, with a view 
to helping out In the defense of the 
works from laud attacks.”

So thick did the rumors fly that 
they reached the president, who be­ 
gan to get dubious. 
Then It was that 
he decided that a little tightening of 
party ropes would do no harm. 
Up to that time several Democrats 
had been reported to be wavering OU 
the subject of public hearings.

least five Democrats were considering 
voting for the Penroae-La Follett* 
amendment. 


Break Through Party Lines. 
But the president reaffirmed his de­ 
termination to stand by the schedules 
I in the tariff bill and only Senators 
, Ranadell and Thornton of Louisian* 
j broke through the party lines. 
Another phase of the tariff discus 
sion in the senate served as a fur­ 
ther indicator of the exact situation. 
That was the interpretation of the 
Democratic platform as relating to 
free sugar given by Senator OHIO 
James of Kentucky us spokesman for 
the administration. 
When the louisiana senators at­ 
tempted to put President Wilson and 
tho party on record as opposed to 
free sugar the executive head of tho 
party took notice again and Friday

Such was the statement in Lincoln 
yesterday of Charles L. McKesson, 
mayor-elect of Colorado Springs, who 
for a few days has been visiting at 
the home of his cousin, John C. F. 
McKesson. 
The former Mr. McKes­ 
son will take the oath of office the 
first of May. 
He was elected last 
week at the city 
election 
In 
the 
mountain city and Is visiting at his 
Old home in this city resting up from 
the ardor of a strenuous campaign. 
During the four years that the com­ 
mission form of government has been 
in ciTect, Mr. McKesson has served 
as city attorney. 
Colorado Springs was one of the 
first cities in the country to put in 
effect the new form of municipal gov­ 
ernment. Four commissioners and a 
mayor constitute the whole of the 
elective offices of the city and all 
other officials are appointed either 
directly or indirectly by the mayor. 
Tho private corporation idea with 
the mayor corresponding to the pres­ 
ident, the other commissioners cor­ 
responding to the board of directors, 
was the plan wnich was followed in 
mapping out the system of govern­ 
ment by Colorado Springs. 
During 
the four years that it has been in ef­ 
fect but one weakness has developed 
iu the whole system, according to Mr. 
McKesson, and that is the responsi­ 
bility for the management 
of 
the 
city’s affairs was not definitely fixed. 
Under the system, the mayor has 
exclusive control of the city w’ater 
department and the other activities 
of 
the 
municipality 
are 
divided 
among the other tour commissioners: 
Public safety under control of one, 
health under control of another, fi­ 
nances under a third and streets, 
walks and parks under the fourth. 
In each of the departments the com­ 
missioner is supposed to have exclu­ 
sive control, but in making the char­ 
ter, tlte responsibility was split up 
between the commissioner 
himself 
and the mayor, so that the most ef­ 
fective results are not obtained. For 


election, is likewise a spftrmiid thing 1 
in city government, according to the j 
mayor-elect, for it constantly keeps a i 
club over the official’s head and be­ 
fore he signs any measure 
he 
is 
bound to think of the attitude of the 
people in regard to the measure. 
The mayor of Colorado Springs Is 
the only elective official which by de­ 
cree of the charter must give his 
whole attention to the duties of run­ 
ning the city. 
Nothing is stipulated 
in regard to the other commissioners, 
but so extensive are their tasks in 
operating their respective 
depart­ 
ments that they have time for noth­ 
ing outside their work. 
The mayor 
receives $3,500 per year for his ser­ 
vices; 
the 
commissioners 
$2,000 
each. 
Although the salaries paid to the 
five men are much higher than those 
paid to the city’s officials under the 
old system, yet Colorado Springs has. 
prospered under the new arrange­ 
ment. 
For instance, Mr. McKesson 
dwells upon figures In his former of­ 
fice—that 
of 
city 
attorney— and 
shows that where $18,000 was form­ 
erly spent for the hire of special 
counsel outside of the salary of the 
city attorney, under the new system 
the work has been thrown entirely 
upon one man and the expenses has 
been reduced to a minimum.

“ Insufficient attention was given to 
the problem of their defense from 
land attack and as a result many of 
them are so situated and constructed 
as to be liable to successful attack by

“ W ith a view to correcting this de­ 
fect. Lines of land defense works have 
been laid cut and necessary instruc­ 
tions prepared for their prompt con­ 
struction in oase of threatened war. 
In future construction it is believed
